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Average Home in Sierra 
Madre Costs $2,909 Says 
' Record of Building Permits 

Records Show Steady Increase in the Value of 
Dwellings Being Built in Community 
More and More a City of Homes 


What iB the average house in 
Sierra Madre? This is a question 
which gives rise to a number of 
opinions. Even Sierra Madre real 
estate brokers, who are constantly 
in touch with development around 
the town, differ widely in their es¬ 
timates of the cost of the average 
dwelling in Sierra Madre. Some are 
higher than others but all are a lit¬ 
tle too high in their estimates, ac¬ 
cording to the cold figures produced 
by Building Inspector A. M. Udell. 

According to the records at the 
city hall the home built during the 
last three and one-half years by Av¬ 
erage Home Owner has cost him ex¬ 
actly $2,909. This of course does 
not include the purchase of a lot, 
but merely the building. According 
to the above estimate the averuge 
home in Sierra Madre costs roughly 
between $4,000 and $4,500. 

The above figures were taken from 
the books of the city building in¬ 
spector and include all the dwellings 
built since the building ordinance 
went into effect more than three 
years ago. It does not include re¬ 
pairs, remodeling, garages or busi¬ 
ness buildings. There have been 322 
buildings built in Sierra Madre be¬ 
tween January 1, 1922, and June 1, 
1926, with a total value just short 
of a million dollars. From present 
indications the dwelling class alone 
will pass the million dollar mark by 
the end of this month and certainly 
by the end of the usmmer. 

Though the average, house built in 
Sierra Madre is valued at $2900, 
there is only one house on record 
which was estimated to cost $2,900. 
There are several worth $3,000 on 
record and a great many at slightly 
less, but only one which is exactly 
$2,900. In other words, there is only 
one average home in the city. 

The most expensive building to be 
recorded in the office of the city 
building inspector is that being built 
by R. A. Pratt at the corner of 
Alegria and Canyon. The estimated 
cost of this homp is $18,000 and 
from this height the permits gradu¬ 
ate down to small mountain cabins 
valued at two or three hundred dol¬ 
lars. The majority of homes, how¬ 
ever, seem to be valued from $2500 
to $5,000. 

Another interesting feature shown 
by the records is that the grade of 
home being built in Sierra Madre is 
steadily improving. Though it is a 
recognized fact that building costs 


have declined the general trend of 
estimated costs in this city is up¬ 
ward. It is safe to say that the 
average dwelling built in 1923 would 
; be more expensive than those built 
in 1922 and those built during the 
last years much more valuable on 
the average than in the previous 
years. 

The houses built a few years ago 
are largely responsible for the com¬ 
paratively low average but investi- 
I gation of the records shows that the 
standard is constantly increasing. 
The average of the first 100 houses 
I recorded in the building inspector’s 
i books shows an average value of 
$2,385, while the last 100 houses on 
record show an average value of 
$3,618^. These last two figures could 
hardljr^be considered as useful in 
finding the average cost of dwellings 
in Sierra Madre as a few expensive 
buildings in so small a number would 
1 increase the average too much.

"boom” days of 1887, when real es¬ 
tate was higher and more acreage 
subdivided than has ever been since,

Keeping Young 

If commencement time finds you 
wishing you were young again and 
starting life over, forget it. 

Youth, real youth, is a matter of 
lively interest. These jaded, wprld 
weary youngsters, the kind who find 
the filling for their mud pies in the 
garbage can like the kids 1 men¬ 
tioned last week, haven’t any youth. 

Youth is the capacity for taking a 
lively interest in real things. If the 
world around you and all the things 
that are going on don’t compel your 
interest and invite your participation, 
your youth is gone. If your interest 


keeps you going, with ambition to 
see and do your part in a helpful 
way you have the secret for which 
old Ponce de Leon and hordes of 
others have, given their lives. 

Newspaper publicity is great stuff. 
That is proven partly by the people 
who are willing to pay for it and 
partly by the number of people who 
seem able to make a living by get¬ 
ting free publicity for their clients— 
free as far as the newspapers are 
concerned, but undoubtedly expen¬ 
sive for their customers. Here are 
samples out of one morning’s mail: 

A lady whoses stationery proclaims 
her as a “counselor of publicity,” 
sends a news story about some au¬ 
thor-actor’s series of plays to be 
staged soon. An appended list 
names about 50 millionaires who 
sponsor the artistic enterprise—but 
not to the extent of providing for 
publicity other than by hiring a 
“counselor" with a fluent typewriter. 

A chamber of commerce secretary 
promotes the brotherly spirit in his 
part of the county by sending a news 
item with a nasty slant at a neigh¬ 
boring town. He refers to an unde¬ 
sirable condition there, which he as¬ 
sures an anxious world does not exist 
in his own town. 

Forming new propaganda organiza¬ 
tions is one of the things a newspa¬ 
per has frequent opportunity to as¬ 
sist. One with headquarters in Chi¬ 
cago asks a column article to tell 
about itself and the branch which is 
to be formed here. The News is 
asked to tell the public that a cer¬ 
tain business man is sponsoring the 
cause here and will receive member¬ 
ship applications and fees. Inas¬ 
much as the business man named 
has no interest in the “cause” and 
the problem it is designed to solve 
'does not exist here, the appeal for 
free publicity follows those pre¬ 
viously described. . 

And so it goes. Add to these free 
lance publicity sharks the horde of 
state and government departments 
which burden the mails with stuff 
in which the political bugs have de¬ 
voured whatever germ of public in¬ 
terest might be expected from them. 
And then you have some idea of why 
editors have large waste baskets and 
a huge bonfire in the back yard ev¬ 
ery morning.

Club Women 
At Whittier 
For Meeting 

On Saturday, June 13, the associa¬ 
tion of City Planners of Los Angeles 
County held their monthly meeting 
at Whittier. Thirty-nine cities were 
represented by about 126 city plan¬ 
ners and those interested in city j 
planning. Sierra Madre has no city | 
planning association, but a group of j 
club women who feel keenly the de¬ 
sirability of being informed upon 
this topic attended the meeting. Miss 
ltuth Klemme, president-elect of the 
Sierra Madre Woman’s club; Mrs. J. 
Glenwood Jones und Mrs. Emil 
Sturmthal, first und second vice pres- 
idents-elect, respectively; Mrs. Gruit, 
the new president of the Parent- 
Teacher association; Mrs. W. J. Law¬ 
less, federation secretary for the 
Woman’s club, and Mrs. May H. 
Roberts, chairman of Regional Plan¬ 
ning and legislation for the coming 
year, made up the party. 

Previous to the culling to order of 
the meeting the ladies visited the 
John Muir elementary school of 
Whittier and found it to be a model 
plant for the use of the four hundred 
: pupils enrolled there, approximately 
I the same number as in the Sierra 
Mudre school. Adequate playground 
' facilities were to be seen, and special 
note was tuken of the fact that the 
1 grounds were provided with flood 
lights for night games. Indoors the 
1 building was found not only admir¬ 
ably arranged for the work required 
but adorned with beautifully selected 
pictures which took away from the 
bare “institutional” look that is oft¬ 
en so depressing in school buildings. 
It was learned that these aids to 
training children in an appreciation 
of art by the best possible menas— 
giving them objects of art to live 
with—were purchased by surplus 
money earned by the splendid cafe¬ 
teria conducted in the basement. The 
Sierra Madre women were most en¬ 
thusiastic over this department of 
the school, which is able to provide 
good luncheons for the children at 
an gverage cost of from twelve to 
fifteen cents and still have a sur¬ 
plus above all running expenses for 
a number of things for which it 
would be difficult to get funds 
through ordinary channels. 

Park Values 

From the school, the club women 
went to Whittier College, where the 
city planners met at an inspiring 
meeting presided over by J. M. 
Paige of Pomona, the president of 
the association. Twelve or more 
speeches were given on topics vital 
to city and regional planning. The 
; thought that the ideal city is one in 
which there is the greatest amount 
of open space per capita in conjunc- 
; tion with adequate business and home 
I facilities was especially stressed. 

I Parks are always a matter of great- 
I est interest to the City Planners as- 
| sociation, and Mr. Paige, for twelve 
: years park superintendent of St. 

! Louis and for an even greater length 
' of time in that same office in Po- 
j mona, California, promulgated the 
i theory that there should be at least 
; a small one for every seven blocks 
of built up community. Mr. Paige 
reported a visitors list of 107,000 at 
! Genesha Park, Pomona, last year, 

! coming from practically every state 
1 in the union and eight foreign coun- 
1 tries, and stressed the advertising 
! value of that great number of visi¬ 
tors to an inland town, which with¬ 
out Ganesha Park would have noth¬ 
ing to offer the tourist but a medi¬ 
ocre business section and an ordinary 
residence district. 

Opening New Tracts 

Dr. George H. Flanders of the j 
Whittier Planning commission gave : 
a report which interested the small j 
town planners immensely. Dr. Flan¬ 
ders said Whittier became imbued 
with the city planning idea five years 
ago and had a set of “muster map” 
plans mude which it was felt would j 
only be worked out during tire course 
of the next fifteen to twenty-five 
yeurs. Suddenly oil was struck and | 
Whittier became a “boom” town, j 
Every rancher for miles around ; 
wanted to cut his property up into a I 
more or less desirable subdivision, ■ 
almost always very badly planned i 
as to streets and other facilities. The 
planning commission dug the “mus¬ 
ter map" out of the files and instead j 
of waiting fifteen years to put it 
into effect, started at once on its 
well thought-out provisions. As a 
result “dead end" streets were elim¬ 
inated, subdivision men were pre¬ 
vailed upon to work (or the harmony | 
of the whole and Whittier is today ' 
a visible example of the incompara- 
ble value of a real city plan. 

Street lighting was a topic of 
much discussion and some of the 
“high lights” culled were that in 
Beverly Hills street lights cannot be 
installed without at the same time 
planting trees, and that Los An- ! 
geles requires a photograph of the | 
proposed light to be submitted with 
a petition for street lighting to the ' 
municipal art commission and fa-1 
vorubly passed by that body before • 
the petition will be considered by j 
1 the bureau of lighting.

Don’t make them 
larger than you need. 

6. Fighting Fires—If you find a 
lire try to put it out. If you can’t 
get word of it to the nearest United 
States forest ranger or State fire 
warden at once. Keep in touch with 
the rangers. 

The best tools for fighting fire are 
the shovel, axe, and hoe or rake. In 
open pine forest very little axe work 
will be required. Shovel or rake a 
trail through the needles down to 
mineral soil, and guard the trail.

When you go camping take camp 
[stores if you can, for they are safer 
than open fires, more convenient, re¬ 
quire less fuel, and do not blacken 
cooking utensils. Camp fires should 
never be larger than necessary, and 
the best care should be taken to keep 
them from getting into the neigh¬ 
boring forest. Clear away the lit¬ 
ter for a considerable space about 
the fire. And he sure to put the fire 
out before leaving it. Take a shovel 
and an axe along with you for you 
will not find any lying on the road. 
Burn all kitchen refuse in the camp 
fire; it will not alfect the cooking. 
Burn everything—coffee grounds, 
parings, bones, meat, even old tin 
cans—for if thrown around they will 
attract flies. If burning is imprac¬ 
ticable, dig a hole for the refuse, 
leaving the earth piled upon the 
edge, cover every addition with a 
layer of dirt. During wet weather 
look for kindling in burned sugar
